CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — As soon as Dorisbell 
Pena received a text mes¬ 
sage informing her that 
President Nicolas Maduro 
seized control of a nation¬ 
wide chain of appliance 
stores Friday, she rushed 
to the nearest outlet in the 
hopes of finding what's be¬ 
come one of the scarcest 
items of all these days in 
Venezuela: a bargain.

A 34-year-old teacher, 
Pena has watched as the 
price of a new sfove she 
needs has doubled in re¬ 
cent weeks to 40,000 bo¬ 
livars even as her 2,500 
bolivar-a-month salary 
stays the same. “I’ve got to 
take advantage of this op¬ 
portunity today because 
tomorrow the prices keep 
going up,” Pena said while 
huddled among friends 
on the concrete sidewalk 
outside the Tiendas Daka 
store in the eastern Cara¬ 
cas neighborhood of Bello 
Monte. She’s not alone. At 
1:30 a.m., shoppers were 
still arriving to join the hun¬ 
dreds who began amass¬ 
ing in the afternoon after 
price inspectors said they 
found evidence of “usury” 
and Maduro ordered the 
chain’s “occupation.”

TACLOBAN, Philippines 
(AP) — Corpses hung from 
trees, were scattered on 
sidewalks or buried in flat¬ 
tened buildings — some 
of the 10,000 people be¬ 
lieved killed in one Philip¬ 
pine city alone by fero¬ 
cious Typhoon Haiyan that 
washed away homes and 
buildings with powerful 
winds and giant waves. 

As the scale of devasta¬ 
tion became clear Sun¬ 
day from one of the worst 
storms ever recorded, of¬ 
ficials projected the death 
toll could climb even high¬ 
er when emergency crews 
reach parts of the archi¬ 
pelago cut off by flood¬ 
ing and landslides. Looters 


raided grocery stores and 
gas stations in search of 
food, fuel and water as the 
government began relief 
efforts and international 


aid operations got under¬ 
way. 

Even in a nation regularly 
beset by earthquakes, 
volcanoes and tropical 


storms, Typhoon Haiyan 
appears to be the deadli¬ 
est natural disaster on re¬ 
cord. 

Haiyan hit the eastern sea¬ 
board of the Philippines 
on Friday and quickly bar¬ 
reled across its central is¬ 
lands, packing winds of 
235 kph (147 mph) that 
gusted to 275 kph (170 
mph), and a storm surge 
of 6 meters (20 feet). Its sus¬ 
tained winds weakened 
to 133 kph (83 mph) as it 
crossed the South China 
Sea before approaching 
northern Vietnam, where 
it was forecast to hit land 
early Monday. Authorities 
there evacuated hundreds 
of thousands of people.

Miami Herald writer freed 
from custody in Venezuela

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuelan authorities 
on Saturday released a Mi¬ 
ami Herald reporter they 
had detained two days 
earlier while he reported on 
the South American coun¬ 
try’s economic crisis. 

The Miami Herald reported 
on its website that Jim Wyss 
was released from a de¬ 
tention facility in Caracas 
and handed over to U.S. 
Embassy officials.Herald 
executive editor Aminda 
Marques Gonzalez said on 
the website that “Jim is safe 
and soon will be reunited 
with his loved ones.” Wyss 
later sent a message on 
Twitter thanking the Herald 
and others who worked to 
secure his speedy release. 
From the immigration de¬ 
tention center in Caracas, 
he joked about the diet of 
ham sandwiches he was 
fed and the tight living 
conditions in the room he 
was held with eight other 
people. “It’s like living in 
a bar with bunkbeds,” he 
told the Herald. 

Wyss, the Herald’s Ande¬ 
an bureau chief, was de¬ 
tained Thursday by the Na¬ 
tional Guard in San Cristob¬ 
al, a western city near the 
border with Colombia that 
is a hotbed for illegal trans¬ 


actions used to circumvent 
rigid currency controls. 

The Herald's World Editor 
John Yearwood had flown 
to Caracas Saturday to 
usher the reporter out of 
the country. Throughout 
the ordeal, Venezuelan 
authorities never said why 
Wyss was being detained 
or whether he was facing 
charges. Nor did President 
Nicolas Maduro, an out¬ 
spoken critic of the U.S., 
mention the case during a 
four-hour televised speech 
Friday night. Wyss, who is 
based in Bogota and has 
made many trips to Ven¬ 
ezuela, traveled to San 
Cristobal to report on next 
month's municipal elec¬ 
tions, which are taking 
place amid an economic 
crisis marked by 54 percent 
inflation and shortages of 
staples such as milk and toi¬ 
let paper. Maduro blames 
hoarding and speculation 
by the private sector, and 
accuses right-wing agita¬ 
tors and the U.S. govern¬ 
ment of waging an “eco¬ 
nomic war” to destabilize 
his government. However, 
economists say that only 
scrapping the decade- 
old controls imposed by 
the late Hugo Chavez can 
curb a sharp slide in the 
currency’s value on the 
black market. □

Hardest hit in the Philip¬ 
pines was Leyte Island, 
where officials said there 
may be 10,000 dead in the 
provincial capital of Taclo- 
ban alone. Reports also 
trickled in from elsewhere 
on the island, as well as 
from neighboring islands, 
indicating hundreds more 
deaths, although it will be 
days before the full extent 
of the storm can be as¬ 
sessed. 

“On the way to the air¬ 
port we saw many bodies 
along the street,” said Phil- 
ippine-born Australian Mila 
Ward, 53, who was wait¬ 
ing at the Tacloban airport 
to catch a military flight 
back to Manila, about 580 
kilometers (360 miles) to 
the northwest. “They were 
covered with just anything 
— tarpaulin, roofing sheets, 
cardboard.” She said she 
passed “well over 100” 


bodies. 

In one part of Tacloban, 
a ship had been pushed 
ashore and sat amid dam¬ 
aged homes. 

Haiyan inflicted serious 
damage to at least six of 
the archipelago's more 
than 7,000 islands, with 
Leyte, neighboring Samar 


Island, and the northern 
part of Cebu appearing 
to bear the brunt of fhe 
storm. About 4 million peo¬ 
ple were affected by the 
storm, the national disaster 
agency said. 

On Leyte, regional Police 
Chief Elmer Soria said the 
provincial governor had 
told him there were about 
10,000 deaths there, pri¬ 
marily from drowning and 
collapsed buildings. Most 
were in Tacloban, a city of 
abouf 200,000 that is the 
biggest on the island. 

On Samar, Leo Dacaynos 
of the provincial disas¬ 
ter office said 300 people 
were confirmed dead in 
one fown and another 
2,000 were missing, with 
some towns yet to be 
reached by rescuers. He 
pleaded for food and wa¬ 
ter, adding that power 
was out and there was no 
cellphone signal, making 
communication possible 


only by radio. 

Reports from other af¬ 
fected islands indicated 
dozens, perhaps hundreds 
more deaths. 

Video from Eastern Samar 
province's Guiuan town¬ 
ship — the first area where 
the typhoon made landfall 
— showed a trail of devas¬ 


tation. Many houses were 
flattened and roads were 
strewn with debris and up¬ 
rooted trees. The ABS-CBN 
video showed several bod¬ 
ies on the street, covered 
with blankets. 

“Even me, I have no house, 
I have no clothes. I don’t 
know how I will restart my 
life, I am so confused,” an 
unidentified woman said, 
crying. “I don’t know what 
happened to us. We are 
appealing for help. Who¬ 
ever has a good heart, I 
appeal to you — please 
help Guiuan." 

The Philippine National 
Red Cross said its efforts 
were hampered by loot¬ 
ers, including some who 
attacked trucks of food 
and other relief supplies it 
was shipping to Tacloban 
from the southern port of 
Davao. 

Tacloban's fwo largest 
malls and grocery stores 
were looted, and police 


guarded a fuel depot. 
About 200 police officers 
were sent into Tacloban to 
restore law and order. 

With other rampant loot¬ 
ing reported. President 
Benigno Aquino III said he 
was considering declaring 
a state of emergency or 
martial law in Tacloban. □

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Kerry, no deal in hand, defends negotiating strategy on Iran

Secretary of State John 
Kerry defended his negoti¬ 
ating strategy with Iran on 
Sunday, asserting that the 
agreement he was seeking 
to freeze Tehran's nuclear 
program would be in Isra¬ 
el’s interest. 

“We are not blind, and I 
don’t think we are stupid,” 
Kerry said in an interview 
on the NBC News program 
“Meet the Press." 

“I think we have a pretty 
strong sense of how to 
measure whether or not we 
are acting in the interests 
of our country and of the 
globe,” he added, “and 
particularly of our allies like 
Israel and Gulf States and 
others in the region.” 

Kerry cut short a trip to the 
Middle East last week to 
join foreign ministers from 
France, Britain, Germany 
and Russia to push for an 
accord that would con¬ 
strain Iran’s nuclear pro¬ 
gram in return for possibly 
easing sanctions on the 
country. A senior Chinese 
diplomat also participated 
in the final discussions in 
Geneva. 

But the negotiations end¬ 
ed early Sunday without 
an agreement, and differ¬ 
ences emerged between 
France and other Western 
nations over the best way 
to impose effective limita¬ 
tions on Iran. Lower-level 
diplomats are scheduled 
to meet again in 10 days to 
resume the effort. 

There is concern among 
supporters of the Obama 
administration’s approach 
that the delay in securing 
an accord will give crit¬ 
ics in Congress and Israel 
more time to mobilize op¬ 
position to any potential 
agreement. 

The initial agreement the 
Obama administration is 
pursuing, which would last 
perhaps six months, would 
impose a number of mea¬ 
sures intended to make it 
harder for Iran to develop 
the nuclear material rap¬ 
idly for a nuclear weapon. 
By freezing the program 
in this way, U.S. officials 
say, diplomats would 
have more time to pursue 
a more comprehensive 
agreement. In return, the 


United States would ease 
some sanctions and would 
most likely provide Iran with 
access to billions of dollars 
in funds frozen in overseas 
bank accounts. 

But the interim accord 
would not require Iran to 
stop producing low-en¬ 
riched uranium or disman¬ 
tle its nuclear infrastruc¬ 
ture, which is the nub of 
the Israeli complaint. 

In the television interview, 
which was taped after 
the talks ended early Sun¬ 
day, Kerry sought to play 
down reports of differ¬ 
ences among the United 
States and its negotiating 
partners. "I'd say a num¬ 
ber of nations - not just the 
French, but ourselves and 
others - wanted to make 
sure that we had the tough 
language necessary, the 
clarity in the language 
necessary, to be absolutely 
certain that we were doing 
the job and not granting 
more or doing something 
sloppily that could wind up 
with a mistake,” he said. 
“This is a new overture,” 
Kerry added - referring to 
an initiative from President 
Hassan Rouhani of Iran to 
resolve the long-standing 
nuclear dispute - “and it 
has to be put to the test 
very, very carefully.” 

The British foreign secretary, 
William Hague, asserted 
that Western representa¬ 
tives were united in the last 
hours of the meeting over 
the proposals left for Iran to 
consider during the break.

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Texas, 5 other states resist processing benefits for gay couples

On the morning of Sept. 3, 
the first day the Pentagon 
said they could, Alicia But¬ 
ler and her spouse, Judith 
Chedville, who is a Texas 
Army National Guard offi¬ 
cer, wenf to Austin's Camp 
Mabry so Butler could get 
a military spouse identifica¬ 
tion card and register for 
the same federal marriage 
benefits provided to wives 
and husbands of hetero¬ 
sexual service members. 
The two women handed 
a sheaf of official papers, 
including fheir 2008 Califor¬ 
nia marriage license, fo a 


clerk who glanced af the 
documents and declared, 
“It’s one of those.” She 
then called over her boss, 
who told the couple that 
they would have to travel 
to a federal military base 
like Fort Hood, 70 miles to 
the north, to get the ID, 
Butler recalled. 

The reason: Texas is one of 
six states refusing to com¬ 
ply with Defense Secretary 
Chuck Hagel’s order that 
gay spouses of National 
Guard members be given 
the same federal marriage 
benefits as heterosexual 
spouses. Hagel's decree 
followed the Supreme 


Court’s ruling in June strik¬ 
ing down part of the De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act that 
had prohibited the federal 
government from recog¬ 
nizing same-sex marriages. 
Although a majority of 
states ban same-sex mar¬ 
riages, most are not fight¬ 
ing the new policy. But 
Pentagon officials say that 
in addition to Texas, Geor¬ 
gia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Oklahoma and West Vir¬ 
ginia have balked. Each 
has cited a conflict with 
state laws or constitutions 
that do not recognize 
same-sex marriages. While

er to call National Guard

Requiring same-sex spous¬ 
es to go to federally owned 
installations “protects the 
integrity of our stafe Con¬ 
stitution and sends a mes¬ 
sage to the federal gov¬ 
ernment that they can¬ 
not simply ignore our laws 
or the will of the people,” 
Gov. Mary Fallin of Okla¬ 
homa said last week. 

But the six states are violat¬ 
ing federal law, Hagel told 
an audience recently. 

“It causes division among 
the ranks, and it furthers 
prejudice,” he said. Hagel 
has demanded full com¬ 
pliance, but Pentagon of¬ 
ficials have not said what 
steps they would take with 


states that do not fall in 
line. 

Officials in the six states 
say they are not prevent¬ 
ing same-sex spouses from 
geffing benefits, because 
those couples can register 
and receive IDs through 
federal installations. But 
those officials conceded 
fhaf many couples would 
have to travel hours round 
trip to the nearest federal 
installation. Advocates 
for gay service members, 
though, fear that some 
benefits offered on bases, 
like support services for rel¬ 
atives of deployed service 
members, could still be 
blocked.

NEW YORK - It was a crisp 
Saturday night, the skaters 
jumping onto the freshly 
groomed ice in the oasis 
of Bryant Park in Midtown 
Manhattan, Sinatra and 
Billie Holiday in the back¬ 
ground. Nearby, a wed¬ 
ding party was in full tilt at 
the Bryant Park Grill; side¬ 
walk vendors were clean¬ 
ing up their carts or selling 
the last of their wares. 

Then the gunshots came, 
three in quick succession. 
Park goers rushed out of 
the rink, many stopping 
only to remove their skates 
and running out in socks or 


stockings. Among the few 
who remained were two 
skaters, a 14-year-old boy 
and a 20-year-old man, 
both wounded by the gun¬ 
fire. 

On Sunday, the police 
began to piece together 
the events that led to the 
shooting, which Bryant 
Park officials characterized 
as an aberration. Indeed, 
while there have been 
shootings in or near roller¬ 
skating rinks in New York 
City, no one could recall a 
recent shooting at an ice- 
skating rink. 

The shooting happened 
just after 11 p.m. and was 
apparently precipitated 
by an attempted robbery 


Houston: 

2 dead and 22 injured at party

HOUSTON - A house party in 
a Houston suburb packed 
with teenagers and young 
adults turned deadly late 
Saturday when gunfire 
erupted inside, the authori¬ 
ties said, killing two people 
and wounding at least 22 
others who were shot or 
injured in the frantic rush 
to escape. More than 100 
people were in the house 
in the suburb of Cypress at 
about 11:30 p.m. Saturday, 
celebrating the birthday 
of a teenager, the Har¬ 
ris County Sheriff’s Office 
said in a statement. Many 
of the partygoers were stu¬ 
dents or recent graduates 
of Cypress Springs High 
School, which is about one 
mile away. For reasons that 
remain unclear to inves¬ 
tigators, gunmen began 


shooting, causing dozens 
of young people to flee in 
a panic, including some 
who broke second-floor 
windows and jumped out, 
the authorities said. 

One man and one woman 
were killed, but officials did 
not immediately release 
their ages or identities. The 
injuries of victims ranged 
from minor - including twist¬ 
ed ankles - to critical, the 
police said. Those injured 
were treated at five hos¬ 
pitals, including some who 
were taken in emergency 
vehicles and others by car. 
The Sheriff's Office said 
it was searching for two 
suspects. The suburb - a 
middle- and upper-mid¬ 
dle-class area of newly 
built homes, golf courses 
and shopping centers - is 
about 28 miles northwest of 
downtown Houston. □ 


The 
police said that a man ap¬ 
proached Javier Contre¬ 
ras, 20, and demanded his 
winter jacket, believed to 
be a Marmot Mammoth, 
commonly referred to as a 
Biggie. Contreras refused 
to hand over his coat, the 
police said, and the sus¬ 
pect left. It was not clear 
if the men knew each 
other, the police said. But 
minutes later, the suspect 
returned with a handgun 
and summoned Contreras 
to him before opening fire, 
the police said. One bul¬ 
let hit Contreras, one spun 
off harmlessly, and a third 
slammed into the torso of 
a 14-year-old skater, identi¬ 
fied by the police as Adon¬ 
is Mera. The two wounded 
skaters were taken to Bel¬ 
levue Hospital Center, 
where they were listed in 


stable condition. 

The police on Sunday took 
a 16-year-old boy from the 
Bronx into custody in con¬ 
nection with the shooting. 
Witnesses identified the 
teenager as the gunman, 
the police said, and charg¬ 
es were pending. 

Danielle Behrens, 21, was 
on the ice when she heard 
the shots. “I processed it 
for about two seconds,” 
she said. But when she saw 
people dropping to the 
floor, she got into a crouch 
and skated off the rink. 
With her skates still on, she 
hustled into a bathroom 
stall. “I locked it,” she said. 
“I was physically shaking 
and praying.” 

The rink has a capacity 
of about 500 skaters, and 
park officials said there

WASHINGTON (AP) — New 

Jersey Gov. Chris Christie 
on Sunday offered his Re¬ 
publican Party a prescrip¬ 
tion to win: show up. 
Christie, fresh off a 22-per- 
centage point win for re- 
election, said Republicans 
must go into Hispanic and 
black communities, talk 
with seniors and campaign 
in traditionally Democrat¬ 
ic-leaning areas. It's what 
helped him become the 
first New Jersey Republi¬ 
can in a quarter century to 
capture more than 50 per¬ 
cent of the vote. 

“I know everybody is going 
to be speculating about 
what may come in my fu¬ 
ture and lots of other peo¬ 
ple's future in our party. But 
the fact is, I am focused 
on being the governor of 
New Jersey and being the 
chairman of the Repub¬ 
lican Governors Associa¬ 
tion,” Christie said on “Fox 
News Sunday,” one of the 
four television news shows 
he appeared on Sunday. 
“And I think those two jobs 
will keep me pretty busy 
over the next year.” 

It’s the year after that 
dominates conversations 
among Republican opera¬ 
tives, donors and rivals. 
Asked directly whether 
he would serve all four 
years of his second term, 
which starts in 2014, Chris¬ 
tie hedged: “Listen, who 
knows? I don't know.” 
Republicans are searching 
for a candidate who is true 
to the party’s beliefs, can 
appeal to voters in swing¬ 
voting states and can help 
the party win the presiden¬ 
cy for the first time since 
2004. 

Christie’s win on Tuesday 
made him an appealing 
option. 

“I got 61 percent of the 
vote in the state of New 


Jersey in a blue state that 
had just re-elected Barack 
Obama a year ago by 17 
points,” Christie said. 

“That was nearly a 40-point 
turnaround between vot¬ 
ing for a Democrat at the 
top of the ticket and voting 
for a Republican.” 

Christie attributed his win to 
reaching out to traditionally 
Democratic demographic 
groups. He received just 
over half of the Hispanic 
vote, and about a fifth of 
the African-American vote. 
His showing among these 
groups were better-than- 
average for a Republican. 
“If you want to win a vote 
by that kind of margin, if 
you want to attract the ma¬ 
jority of the Hispanic vote, 
if you want to nearly triple 
your African-American 
vote, you need to show up, 
you need to go into those 
neighborhoods, you need 
to campaign in places,” 
Christie said. 

That's not to say Christie is 
a natural fit for the Repub¬ 
lican Party whose base is 
far more conservative than 
the general population. He 
has favored an overhaul to 
U.S. immigration laws that 
includes a pathway to citi¬ 
zenship for the estimated 
11 million immigrants living 
in the country illegally. 

He is not opposed to some 
gun control measures. And 
he’s been critical of some 
of the hardcore conserva¬ 
tive tea party’s most popu¬ 
lar figures in Washington 
such as Sen. Rand Paul of 
Kentucky. 

Texas Gov. Rick Perry, a 
2012 presidential contend¬ 
er who is weighing another 
White House campaign, 
said voters would have 
to judge Christie’s record 
as he visits early nominat¬ 
ing states such as Iowa, 
New Hampshire and South 
Carolina. □ 
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The shutdown’s surprise effect on American job numbers

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government shutdown 
may have affected Octo¬ 
ber's jobs numbers. But not 
in the expected way. 


For weeks, the White House 
had braced for a dour re¬ 
port on hiring, with econo¬ 
mists and aides lowering 
expectations and blaming 
last month's partial gov¬ 
ernment shutdown for the 
inevitable bad news to 
come. 

Then Friday’s numbers ma¬ 
terialized: Employers ap¬ 
peared to have ignored the 
shutdown and hired away, 
to the tune of 204,000 jobs 
in October. 

The shutdown, it seemed, 
had had no effect. 

Not so fast. 

In the height of irony, the 
16 days of federal worker 
furloughs and govern¬ 
ment disruptions may have 
helped, not hurt, the im¬ 
proved jobs picture. 
Typically, jobs numbers are 
announced on the first Fri¬ 
day of the month. Because 
of the shutdown, the Bu¬ 
reau of Labor Statistics de¬ 
layed the release of the 
jobs numbers by one week 


to allow more time to col¬ 
lect payroll and household 
data. That extra time result¬ 
ed in an above average 
response rate for payroll 
data. 

So, not to get hung up on 


numbers, but the average 
participation rate by em¬ 
ployers in payroll surveys 
for the nine months before 
October was 76.4 percent. 
That meant that in sub¬ 
sequent months, as more 
data was collected, the 
hiring numbers were adjust¬ 
ed, often upward. 

In October, with an extra 
week to collect data, the 
participation rate was 83.5 
percent, the highest ever. 

A robust hiring number, to 
some economists, now felt 
slightly inflated. 

“It seems that when the 
initial response rate is high, 
the initial payroll number 
is often, though certainly 
not always, stronger than 
the prior trend,” Ian Shep- 
herdson, chief economisf 
at Pantheon Macroeco¬ 
nomics, wrote in a research 
note. 

In other words, if fhe jobs 
numbers in prior months 
were based on a lower par¬ 
ticipation rate, a stronger 


participation rate would 
skew the number up. 
“Tentatively, we think the 
effect of this could explain 
all the overshoot in pay¬ 
rolls,” Shepherdson wrote. 
As a result, some econo¬ 
mists are predicting that 
when the October numbers 
are updated, they might 
be in for a downward re¬ 
vision and that November 
could yield a lower number 
as well. 

“Businesses may have inad¬ 
vertently counted employ¬ 
ment for an extra week,” 
said Mark Zandi, chief 
economist at Moody’s An¬ 
alytics. “That could juice 
up the number. That may 
mean that we actually get 
surprised next month with a 
much weaker number.” 

The shutdown had another 


effect on the employment 
data. 

Besides conducting a sur¬ 
vey of employers, which 
gives data on actual hir¬ 
ing, the government also 
surveys households to de¬ 
termine the unemploy¬ 
ment rate.Furloughed 

federal employees were 
considered unemployed 
during fhe shutdown and 
thus contributed to the in¬ 
crease in the unemploy¬ 
ment rate in October from 
7.2 percent to 7.3 percent. 
Without the furloughs, the 
unemployment rate would 
have dropped. 
Complicating things, some 
furloughed employees 
were counted as still em¬ 
ployed. As a result, if they 
had been properly listed 
as unemployed, the job¬ 


less rate for October could 
have been higher than 7.3 
percent. 

But those are temporary 
anomalies and they won’t 
affect the November un¬ 
employment rate. 

Even with data showing 
more hiring in the month. 
President Barack Obama 
on Friday stuck with the 
White House theme that 
the shutdown “harmed our 
jobs market.” 

“The unemployment rate 
still ticked up and we don’t 
yet know all the data for 
this final quarter of the year, 
but it could be down be¬ 
cause off what happened 
in Washington," he said. 

The data did have some 
warnings. Americans’ par¬ 
ticipation in the labor force 
went down. □

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Israel’s Netanyahu: Rest of world soft on Palestinians

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel’s 
prime minister on Sunday 
accused the international 
community of being too 
soft on the Palestinians, 
saying the world must un¬ 
derstand that peace is a 
“two-way street." 

Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu made his com¬ 
ments in the wake of heavy 
international criticism for 
plans to build thousands of 
new homes in Jewish set¬ 


tlements in the West Bank 
and east Jerusalem. During 
a swing through the region 
last week, U.S. Secretary of 
State John Kerry said the 
construction, planned in 
occupied lands claimed 
by the Palestinians, raised 
questions about Israel’s se¬ 
riousness about peace. 

In an address to Jewish 
leaders from North Ameri¬ 
ca, Netanyahu said that it 
was time for the world to 
turn a critical eye on the 
Palestinians. 


“It cannot be that the Pal¬ 
estinians are forever pam¬ 
pered by the international 
community,” he said. 

He claimed the world had 
ignored Palestinian incite¬ 
ment and a refusal to ac¬ 
cept Israel as a Jewish 
state, and said the world 
has accepted half-heart¬ 
ed Palestinian attempts to 
fight violence. 

“It's time that the inter¬ 
national community, cer¬ 
tainly the serious members 
of the international com¬

munity, understand this is 
a two-way street, because 
peace is not a one-way 
street and it won’t be," he 
said.

He said Israel has not made 
similar demands of other 
parties and accused Israel 
of trying ‘to complicate 
the negotiating track.’ 
Under heavy U.S. pressure, 
Israel and the Palestinians 
agreed in July to resume 
peace talks for the first time 
in nearly five years. 

While they have set an 
April target date for reach¬

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Activists hurl tomatoes at Dutch royals in Moscow 

MOSCOW (AP) — A Russian 
opposition group says its ac¬ 
tivists have thrown tomatoes 
at Dutch King Willem-Alex- 
ander and his wife. Queen 
Maxima, as they arrived for 
a concert in Moscow. 

Eduard Limonov, the leader 
of the banned National Bol¬ 
shevik party, said two of its 
activists hurled tomatoes at 
the royals on Saturday. Rus¬ 
sia's state security agency 
said they missed their target. 

Limonov said Sunday the ac¬ 
tion was intended to attract 
public attention to what he 
called the Netherlands’ fail¬ 
ure to properly investigate 
the death of the group's 
member, Alexander Dolma¬ 
tov, who committed suicide 
in January at a Dutch de¬ 
portation center. The royal 
visit was aimed to celebrate 
the two nations’ historical 
ties, but it came amid ten¬ 
sions caused by Russia's

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Syria activists: Truce

BEIRUT (AP) — Govern¬ 
ment officials and rebels 
reached a deal to ease a 
weeks-long blockade on a 
rebel-held town near the 
Syrian capital on Sunday, 
allowing food to reach ci¬ 
vilians there for the first time 
in weeks, activists said. 

The truce is the latest to 
be struck in recent months 
between President Bashar 
Assad's government and 
disparate rebel groups in 
the country's more than 2 
'/ 2 -year-old conflict. 

It comes as the main West¬ 
ern-backed Syrian oppo¬ 
sition group was holding 
the second of two days of 
meetings in Istanbul to de¬ 
cide whether to attend a 
proposed peace confer¬ 
ence the U.S. and Russia 
are trying to convene in 
Geneva by the end of this 
year. 

The Syrian National Coali¬ 
tion has demanded Assad 
step down in any transition¬ 
al government as a condi¬ 


tion for participation in the 
talks. 

Syrian officials say Assad 
will stay in his post at least 
until his term ends in 2014 
and that he may run for re- 
election. 

Coalition spokesman Louay 
Safi said discussions were 
still ongoing Sunday night. 
“There are people who are 
concerned and worried 
that not enough prepara¬ 
tion has taken place. And 
there are those who would 
like to make a decision but 
with some preparation," he 
told reporters in Istanbul. 
According to a draft state¬ 
ment that the coalition of¬ 
ficials say the group intends 
to vote on, the opposition in 
exile affirms its “readiness” 
to take part in a transitional 
government, but one that 
has full powers, including 
executive powers. 

A copy of the draft ob¬ 
tained by The Associated 
Press also said the coalition 
will consult with “revolution¬ 
ary forces inside Syria, as 
well as Arab and interna¬

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Johnson widens points lead on Kenseth’s bad day

AVONDALE, Arizona (AP) 

— Jimmie Johnson seized 
control of the NASCAR 
Sprint Cup championship 
battle following a disastrous 
performance by Matt Kens- 
eth on Sunday at Phoenix 
International Raceway. 
Johnson widened his lead 
in the Sprint Cup standings 
to 28 points over Kenseth 
heading into next Sunday’s 
season finale at Home¬ 
stead by finishing third in a 
workmanlike performance 
for the five-time champion. 
Johnson will take his sixth 
title by finishing 23rd or bet¬ 
ter next week. 

“We're heading into 
Homestead in the position 
we want to be in,” Johnson 
said. "I'll have to go down 
there and run 400 miles. It’s 
far from over. You've got to 
finish that race. Although 
we have a nice cushion, we 
still have to go down there 
and take care of business.” 
Kevin Harvick won Sunday 
at Phoenix for the second 
consecutive year, but all 
eyes were on Kenseth, who 
struggled mightily for the 
first time in the Chase for 
the Sprint Cup champion¬ 
ship. 

Kenseth finished 23rd. 

His car was off at the very 
start of the race and Kens¬ 
eth struggled to tell crew 
chief Jason Ratcliff what 


adjustments to make on 
a Toyota he described at 
one point as “just not driv- 
able.” 

“I don’t even know what to 
tell you to fix, to be honest,” 
Kenseth radioed. “I am so 
aero tight. So aero tight.” 
Figuring track position and 
clean air was the only fix, 
Ratcliff opted for a strat¬ 
egy of having Kenseth do 
the opposite of other driv¬ 


ers: If they pitted, Kenseth 
did not, and vice versa. It 
worked as Kenseth cracked 
the top 10, but then back¬ 
fired horrifically on a disas¬ 
trous pit stop at the worst 
possible time. 

Moments after contact 
between Johnson and 
Carl Edwards knocked 
Johnson out of the groove 
and forced him to save his 
Chevrolet from wrecking, a 


caution was called for Josh 
Wise's spin. The Joe Gibbs 
Racing crew botched the 
pit stop, changing strat¬ 
egy mid-stop, and Kenseth 
compounded the problem 
by running over his air hose. 
His car had to be backed 
up before it could be ser¬ 
viced. 

It dropped him to 30th, two 
laps down, and he restart¬ 
ed behind Johnson at the 
one opportunity he’d had 
to make up some ground. 
“After that issue, we came 
to pit road and left, and I 
expected him to be ahead 
of us,” Johnson said. “He 
was behind me and I knew 
it was just about trying to 
get points on him from 
there.” 

Kenseth's finish was his 
worst of the Chase, and 
worst since he was 23rd at 
Watkins Glen in August. He 
only had four finishes worse 
than 23rd all season, and 
three were either for an en¬ 
gine failure or a crash. 

So off in the waning laps, 
Kenseth’s frustration could 
be heard over the radio 
when he couldn't pass 
Bobby Labonte and David 
Gilliland. 

“Man, this is bad,” Kenseth 
said. “I can’t believe I can’t 
even pass these two cars.” 
Although he wasn't great 
all weekend, Kenseth said 
he never saw Sunday’s per¬ 
formance coming. 


“No, because we haven’t 
had a day like this all year,” 
Kenseth said. “I can’t say I 
was overly confident about 
what we had. Obviously, 
it didn't drive good or we 
would have been up there 
with the front group. I just 
did all I could with it, which 
wasn’t much.” 

After seven wins this sea¬ 
son, Kenseth's first driving 
for Joe Gibbs Racing, Rat¬ 
cliff did not believe the 
team choked. 

“Everybody's going to say, 
‘Oh, the pressure got to 
them,’ “ he said. “Just poor 
execution on a track that’s 
so hard to pass. 

You’re trying to make up for 
something that happened 
earlier and it just snowballs 
on you. 

The car wasn't responding 
to changes. We'd make 
a change and wouldn't 
help it, so we’d put that 
back and make a another 
change and I don’t know 
if that was better or worse, 
so I was like ‘Just quit work¬ 
ing on the thing, it’s not re¬ 
sponding.’ 

“We were just trying to 
make something out of 
nothing.” 

Harvick, meanwhile, picked 
up his fourth win of the sea¬ 
son when Edwards ran out 
of gas headed to the white 
flag. Harvick sailed by on 
the last lap for his fourth win 
of the year.Q

ST. SIMONS ISLAND, Geor¬ 
gia (AP) — Chris Kirk sur¬ 
vived a wild back nine 
on Sunday to win the Mc¬ 


Gladrey Classic, thanks to 
one big mistake by Briny 
Baird that kept him winless 
in 365 starts on the PGA 
Tour. 

Kirk closed with a 4-under 


66 for his second career 
win, though he received 
plenty of help from Baird. 
They were tied for the lead 
playing the 18th hole at Sea 
Island when Baird drove 
into a fairway bunker. He 
topped a 4-iron that went 
about 90 yards and into a 
hazard. 

Kirk only had to make par 
for a one-shot win over 
Baird (67) and Tim Clark 
(62). 

“He was making 4 from 
where he was,” Baird said. 
“I didn’t have a really good 
lie but it was a do-able 
shot. My foot just slipped. 


It was a do-able shot. It re¬ 
ally was. I didn't do a good 
job." 

The victory sends Kirk to the 
Masters for the first time. He 
had been living at Sea Is¬ 
land for the last six years un¬ 
til moving back to Atlanta. 
He had reason to exhale 
when it was over. Kirk made 
birdies on the 11th and 
12th holes to build a two- 
shot lead, only to find him¬ 
self trailing two holes later. 
Baird made a long birdie 
putt on the 13th, and Kirk 
hit into the hazard on the 
14th and had to scramble 
for bogey. 


Baird looked like the winner 
as they walked toward the 
green on the par-5 15th. He 
had 40 feet for eagle, while 
Kirk pulled his approach 
into the water left of the 
green, and slammed his 
wedge into the turf when 
his chip settled 20 feet 
away. 

Baird ran his eagle attempt 
4 feet by the cup and 
three-putted for par, while 
Kirk made his 20-foot par 
putt to stay one shot be¬ 
hind.

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Kirk caught him with a 15- 
foot birdie putt on the 17th, 
setting the stage for an 
18th hole where the tour¬ 
nament was lost as much 
as it was won. 

It was a crushing loss for 
Baird, who now has six 
runner-up finishes since the 
41-year-old first joined the 
PGA Tour in 1999. 

Baird has talked for years 
about how he would rath¬ 
er have a consistent year 
of top finishes and a trip 
to the Tour Championship 
than one win and no other 
tournaments in contention. 
Even this week, he spoke 


about golf being more 
about making money than 
winning trophies. 

“It’s not all about winning,” 
Baird said Sunday after his 
finish. “I’ve said that, but 
this hurts. This really does. 
This is very disappointing.” 
The only consolation was 
how he finished after his 
topped shot into the haz¬ 
ard. Baird made a 25-foot 
bogey putt to share sec¬ 
ond place with Clark. That 
gave him $484,000, which 
secures his card for the rest 
of the season. Baird was 
exempt on a major medi¬ 
cal extension from having 
surgery on both shoulders 
at the end of 2012. 

The bogey putt was worth 
a difference of $220,000.

U.S. women’s football 
team beats Brazil 4-1

— Sydney Leroux scored 
twice in the first half as the 
U.S. women's football team 
completed its sixth unde¬ 
feated year with a 4-1 win 
over Brazil in an internation¬ 
al friendly Sunday. 

Abby Wambach also 
scored in the first half and 
Erika Tymrak added the 
other goal for the United 
States. 

The Americans finished 
the year with 13 wins and 
three draws. It also pushed 
their unbeaten streak to 38 
games and 76 at home. 
“Huge!” Wambach said. 
“Obviously you get that first 
goal, and you have mo¬ 
mentum. 

And then I think we got the 
penalty within a couple 
minutes after that. That's 
demoralizing from fhe op¬ 
posing team's standpoint.” 
The U.S. controlled the ball 


and the field for much 
of the first half, breaking 
through with goals in the 
15th and 17th minute. 

TA foul fhen set up Wam¬ 
bach for a penalty that 
Wambach drilled into the 
lower right corner past div¬ 
ing goalkeeper Thais. 

It was the 163rd goal for 
the 2012 FIFA World Player 
of the Year, and more im¬ 
portantly ensured the U.S. 
wouldn’t fall into the same 
trap as in the team’s last 
outing, a 1-1 draw against 
New Zealand in which the 
team failed to convert 
many potential winners. 
“That’s been my job for 
I don’t know how many 
years,” said the 33-year- 
old Wambach, a leader 
on two Olympic champi¬ 
onship teams. “I've missed 
less than a handful (of pen¬ 
alty kicks). I've been tak¬ 
ing them all week since I

LONDON (AP) — They're 
still in their 20s, yet their ri¬ 
valry is already one of the 
most heralded in men’s 
tennis history. 

Rafael Nadal vs. Novak 
Djokovic has become a 
classic. 

The pair met for the first 
time at tour level seven 
years ago and, when they 
go head-to-head in the fi¬ 
nal of the season-ending 
ATP World Tour Finals on 
Monday, it will be for the 
39th time. 

The Spaniard and the Serb 
have been dominant this 
season, with Nadal replac¬ 
ing Djokovic for the No. 1 
ranking last month on the 
back of a stunning come¬ 
back from a career-threat¬ 
ening knee injury. 
“Whenever we play each 
other, it's a huge chal¬ 
lenge," the 26-year-old 
Djokovic said. “This is the 
probably the most com¬ 
petitive tournament that 
we have after Grand Slams 
in our sport, and we both 
want to crown this season 
in the best possible way 
and end it with a title.” 
Djokovic extended his win¬ 
ning streak to 21 matches 
since losing in the U.S. 
Open final to Nadal when 
he beat Stanislas Wawrin- 
ka 6-3, 6-3 in the semifi¬ 
nals. Nadal had earlier dis¬ 
patched his old rival Roger 
Federer in straight sets. 

The world’s two highest- 
ranked players are un¬ 
beaten this week and 
have faced each other 
five times this season, with 
Nadal leading the 2013 
meetings 3-2. 

After losing a set in each of 
his three previous matches, 
Djokovic raised his game 
on Sunday, making only 
14 unforced errors as he 
broke Wawrinka four times. 
“The performance was 


definitely by far the best 
I've had in the tourna¬ 
ment," said Djokovic, who 
is bidding for a third title 
at the elite, season-ending 
event and has been the 
best player of the indoor 
season. 

Nadal ended Federer’s 
hopes of finishing a disap¬ 
pointing season on a high 
note, defeating the six¬ 
time champion 7-5, 6-3. He 
leads Djokovic 22-16 in their 
career head-to-head re¬ 
cord, although he lost their 
previous encounter last 
month in Beijing soon after 
regaining the top ranking. 
“After the U.S. Open final, 
I haven’t lost a match,” 
Djokovic said. “I’m trying 
to take a lot of positive en¬ 
ergy out of this confidence 
and out of fhis run. I won 
against him in the finals of 
Beijing in straight sets and 
I played a great match. I 
liked the way I improved 
in our matches. I like that I 
changed a few things that 
allowed me to win against 
him. That’s something that 
I will definitely try to use to¬ 
morrow. “ 

Nadal, who claimed his first 
win over Federer on an in¬ 
door hard court, extended 
his winning career record 


over the 17-time Grand 
Slam winner to 22-10 and 
has now beaten the Swiss 
player on every surface. 
Federer had won their four 
previous matches at the 
ATP Finals, dropping only 
one set. 

“The most important thing 
for me is (that indoor) is the 
toughest surface for me 
to play," Nadal said. “The 
most difficult for me was fo 
be able fo win four match¬ 
es against top eight play¬ 
ers. It’s a very good way to 
finish the year." 

Chasing his first title at the 
Finals, Nadal played down 
the importance of the vic¬ 
tory over his greatest rival. 
“It is probably one of my 
best seasons,” said Nadal, 
who returned to the tour 
in February after a seven- 
month injury layoff. “The 
most satisfying thing is al¬ 
ways (to win) the tourna¬ 
ment more than the per¬ 
sonal victories. So for me it 
is more important to be in 
the final in the last tourna¬ 
ment of the year than to 
have the chance to win 
against Roger.” 

Since returning from injury, 
Nadal has won 75 matches 
—losing only 6 —to win 10 
titles including the French 


Open, the U.S. Open and 
five Masters 1000 events. 
Federer's season was very 
different. Hampered by a 
back injury, he won only 
one title in 2013 and was 
hoping to secure a major 
trophy before the year-end 
break. 

He played aggressively 
early on but faded after 
losing the first set, mak¬ 
ing too many mistakes to 
threaten the Spaniard. 

“In the beginning, his serve 
worked very well,” the 
27-year-old Nadal said. 
“My feeling is that in the first 
set, he played very well. He 
was closer than me to have 
the break. So in my opinion 
until 4-all, he was playing 
better than me." 

Nadal and Federer treat¬ 
ed the 02 Arena fans to 
some superb exchanges 
early on, reminiscent of the 
classic matches that have 
punctuated their nine-year 
rivalry. But Nadal was much 
sharper on the important 
points, converting all four 
break points he earned. 


Federer had 32 unforced 
errors and made some un¬ 
characteristic poor volleys. 
Federer, who beat Juan 
Martin del Potro on Satur¬ 
day to qualify for the semis 
while Nadal had a rest day, 
also appeared to fatigue 
near the end. 

Federer failed to convert 
three break points in the 
sixth game before Nadal 
took advantage of his first 
opportunity to break for 
5-4 with a superb forehand 
winner. 

Federer broke back im¬ 
mediately, but failed to 
build on the momentum. 
He dropped his serve in 
the very next game before 
conceding the set. He then 
struggled with his rhythm 
and was broken twice in 
the second set. 

“I struggled to stay consis¬ 
tent enough throughout 
the match, and that’s why 
he deserved to win” Feder¬ 
er said. 

“This game is a game of

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The next generation of gaming is nearly here, but 
what about the generation after that one? 

Sony and Microsoft are launching their new super-powered consoles 
in the coming weeks. However, gamemakers at last week’s Game De¬ 
velopers Conference Next in Los Angeles were already contemplating 
outside-the-box innovations — from wearable controllers to illuminated 
living rooms — that might follow the PlayStation 4 and Xbox One. 

Here's a glimpse at five big ideas pondered at GDC Next: 

SEEING IS BELIEVING 

While the virtual reality headset seemed to go the way of the beeper 
in 1990s, updated takes on that technology have emerged that could 
make a big impact on the way players view virtual worlds in the future. 
Google Glass, Oculus Rift and CastAR are already giving early adopters 
a peek at images in 3D or projected in real life — all without a TV screen. 

TIME WARP 

Games have long explored what’s physically impossible in the real 
world, like instantly teleporting across space in the first-person puzzler 
“Portal" or effortlessly bending time in the 2D platformer “Braid.” With 
higher definition graphics, new controllers and increased fidelity, expect 
game designers to continue to push the limits of make-believe realify. 



IF YOU BUILD IT 

The success of “Skylanders” and “Disney Infinity” has proven gamers 
want to merge physical and virtual worlds. The next evolution for players 
might be to create their very own toys or accessories utilizing at-home 
3D printing technology. Imagine scanning an old-school “Star Wars” fig¬ 
ure, printing a new version then sending it to a virtual galaxy far, far 
away.

NEW YORK (AP) — Federal 
prosecutors want Bank 
of America Corp. to pay 
about $864 million over 
losses incurred by the gov¬ 
ernment after it bought 
thousands of home loans 
made by Countrywide Fi¬ 
nancial during the housing 
boom. U.S. attorney Preet 
Bharara made the request 
in documents filed late Fri¬ 
day with the U.S. District 
Court in Manhattan. 

A jury last month found 
Bank of America Corp., 
which acquired Coun¬ 
trywide in 2008, liable for 
knowingly selling thou¬ 
sands of bad home loans 
to the government-run 
mortgage buyers, Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac, 
between August 2007 and 
May 2008. 

The panel also returned 
the verdict against Coun¬ 
trywide and a former exec¬ 
utive, Rebecca Mairone. 
The trial related to mort¬ 
gages the government 
said were sold at break¬ 
neck speed without regard 
to quality as the economy 
headed into a tailspin.

Home Depot 
apologizes for 
hurtful tweet

Home Depot spent a lot 
of time over the weekend 
scrambling to apologize 
after a message sent from 
the company's primary 
Twitter account, @Ho- 
meDepot, was criticized as 
racially insensitive. 

The message, part of a col¬ 
lege football promotion, in¬ 
cluded a picture of two Af¬ 
rican-American men and 
a person in a gorilla suit 
drumming on overturned 
buckets, with a caption 
that read, “Which drum¬ 
mer is not like the others?" 
The tweet, which went 
out midday Thursday, was 
quickly deleted. Within 
hours, Home Depot apolo¬ 
gized publicly and said it 
had fired the people who 
sent it out. 

“We have zero tolerance 
for anything so stupid and 
offensive," Stephen Hol¬ 
mes, director of corporate 
communications for Home 
Depot, said in an email 
statement. “The outside 
agency that created the 
tweet and the Home De¬ 
pot associate who posted 
it have been terminated. 
We’re also closely review¬ 
ing our social media pro¬ 
cedures to determine how 
this could have happened, 
and how to ensure it never 
happens again." 

The home improvement 
company declined to 
name the outside agency. 
This is not the first time 
a company has tried to 
make amends for tweets 
that were called insensitive 
or inappropriate by read¬ 
ers and customers. In 2011, 
the insurance company 
Aflac Inc. fired Gilbert 
Gottfried, the comedian 
who gave voice to its sig¬

Candid criticism of Fed 
at the IMF conference

WASHINGTON - It started off as yet another staid Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund conference on financial cri¬ 
ses, filled with ample praise for one of ifs high-watfage 
speakers, Ben S. Bernanke, the Federal Reserve chair¬ 
man, and carefully calibrated comments on optimal 
monetary policy. 

Enter Lawrence H. Summers. 

Now that he is no longer a candidate to head the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve, Summers - who withdrew from consider¬ 
ation this fall in the face of sfiff resistance in Congress, 
with the White House ultimately nominating Janet L. 
Yellen - was perhaps freer to speak in his trademark 
blunt style. And he didn't disappoint, arguing that by 
many important metrics. Fed policy has failed. 
Summers underscored how weak the economy re¬ 
mains, despite the extensive stimulus and the Fed’s 
continuing campaign of asset purchases, with the la¬ 
bor market slack and inflation subdued. 

“My lesson from this crisis is, my overarching lesson is 
that it’s not over until it is over, and that is surely not 
right now,” he said. He noted that short-term interest 
rates had remained close to zero for years, with no 
end in sight: “We may well need in the years ahead 
to think about how we manage an economy in which 
the zero nominal interest rate is a chronic and systemic 
inhibitor of economic activity." 

“There's no evidence of growth that is restoring equi¬ 
librium,” Summers added. “One has to be concerned 
about a policy agenda that is doing less with mone¬ 
tary policy than has been done before, doing less with 
fiscal policy than has been done before,” and is “tak¬ 
ing steps whose basic purpose is to cause there to be 
less lending, borrowing and inflated asset prices than 
there was before.” 

It was, in essence, a call for a revitalized, crisis-style 
campaign to improve the economy, especially to get 
young people to work. Elements might include major 
public investment, he said. 

Bernanke raised some objections in an unusual back- 
and-forth that had the room riveted. He pointed to a 
theory that interest rates could not remain negative 
in perpetuity as a counter to Summers’ comments. At 
the same time, he called the comments fascinating. 
Later, Bernanke said that the unemployment rate, at 
7.3 percent, might not be capturing the extent of the 
problems in the labor market, arguing that the “Federal 
Reserve in particular is taking strong actions to support 
job creation.” He also said that student loan debt was 
a serious issue, although he did not expect it to have 
a destabilizing financial effect. But he generally shied 
away from commenting on current economic condi¬ 
tions or on the Fed's efforts to stimulate the economy. 
In his opening statements, Bernanke, who was a schol¬ 
ar of the Great Depression before he became a cen¬ 
tral banker, drew parallels between the 2008 panic 
and one that happened a century before, before the 
Fed even existed.^ 


SmartMoney: Embracing Millennial

Are millennials - those born 
from roughly 1980 to 2000 
- about to fundamentally 
change companies for the 
better? Yes, if companies 
dare to listen. 

Older generations of work¬ 
ers are sometimes annoyed 
and perplexed by millenni¬ 
als, many of whom want to 
take on big projects and 
responsibilities right off the 
bat, whereas earlier gen¬ 
erations expected to pay 
their dues first. Millennials 
are also accustomed to liv¬ 
ing in a world of vast trans¬ 
parency- tweeting, texting 
and emailing one another 
in a nonstop exchange of 
information and opinions. 

I worked with one execu¬ 
tive who was starting a big 
IT project - and she was 
shocked and a little em¬ 
barrassed to learn that her 
mostly millennial team had 
identified a lack of support 
for the effort among high¬ 
er-ups. How? During her 
introductory presentation, 
they sent instant messages 
among themselves and to 
others in the company and 
figured it out. 

The book “Why Nations 
Fail,” by Daron Acemo- 
glu and James Robinson, 
sheds light on why millen¬ 
nials are uniquely situated 
to take innovation to a 
new level. When a small, 
closed group of elites holds 
power, it tends to limit in¬ 
formation and education 
and resist innovations that 
threaten its strength, the 
authors explain. By con¬ 
trast, innovation thrives 
when information is unfet¬ 
tered, education is nur¬ 
tured, people can read¬ 
ily form new groups, and 
decision-making is inclu¬ 
sive. These circumstances 
offset the strong tendency 
of those in power to resist 
change - in a country or at 
a company. 

Social media permeate 


the personal, academic, 
political and professional 
lives of millennials, help¬ 
ing to foster the type of 
environment where inno¬ 
vation flourishes. So when 
compared with older gen¬ 
erations, millennials learn 
quickly - and that's the 
most important driver of in¬ 


fake risks previous gen¬ 
erations resisted. They truly 
want to change the world 
and will use technology to 
do so.” 

To compete for the best 
millennial talent, compa¬ 
nies are having to change 
in fundamental ways. 
Goldman Sachs, for exam-

novation. 

At Northwestern University, 
teams of undergraduate 
and graduate students

called NUvention. Over 
the last two years, three of 
these teams have won first- 
or second-place awards 
in the Rice Business Plan 
Competition, to the tune 
of more than $1.5 million 
in prize money.

Mike Marasco, the leader 
of fhe NUvention program, 
puts it this way: “Millenni¬ 
als work more closely to¬ 
gether, leverage right- and 
left-brain skills, ask the right 
questions, learn faster and 


pie, recently announced 
its intention to improve the 
work environment of its 
junior bankers by having 
them work less. That flies 
in fhe face of Wall Street 
tradition, in which new re¬ 
cruits often work late into 
the night and for entire 
weekends. 

Goldman made the 
change partly because 
it was losing millennials to 
startups.

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Venezuela churns out beauty queens amid crisis

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 
— For most Venezuelans, 
these are trying times. In¬ 
flation is running at a two- 
decade high, salaries 
are being corroded by a 
plunging currency and 


basic goods like milk and 
toilet paper are in short 
supply. But even as the 
economy shows signs of 
imploding, the country still 
churns out beauty, as evi¬ 
denced by Maria Gabriela 
Isler's pocketing Saturday 
of the country’s third Miss 
Universe title in six years. 
Within minutes of Isler’s 
crowning in Moscow, Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Maduro sent 
his congratulations over 
Twitter, celebrating her 
performance as a “triumph 
for Venezuela.” 

Opponents of his social¬ 
ist government also ex¬ 
pressed pride. 

“There's no doubt we have 
the most beautiful women 
of the world,” said Marco 
Sandoval, a 68-year-old 
retiree, as he and dozens 
of others marched in Ca¬ 
racas against the govern¬ 
ment in a protest hastily-or¬ 
ganized over the Internet. 
“But nothing is perfect. We 
also have the most corrupt 
and shameless politicians 
in the world." 


Born in the city of Valencia, 
the 25-year-old Isler works 
as an anchor for Venevi- 
sion, a channel owned by 
fhe Cisneros business group 
fhaf also has the rights to 
the annual Miss Venezuela 
pageant, one of fhe na¬ 
tion's mosf-wafched tele-

vised events. The 5-foot, 
10-inch brunette edged 
out finalists from Spain, Bra¬ 
zil, Ecuador and the Philip¬ 
pines to take the crown in 
its 61st edition. 

Venezuela has won more 
major international beauty 
competitions than any oth¬ 
er nation, including now 
seven Miss Universe titles, 
and beauty queens rank 
alongside baseball play¬ 
ers and oil as the country's 
biggest exports. A whole in¬ 
dustry of grooming schools, 
plastic surgeons and beau- 
fy salons has emerged fo 
prepare young women for 
fhe thousands of pageants 
that take place each 
year around the country 
in schools, army barracks 
and even prisons. 

More recently this obses¬ 
sion with beauty has taken 
a backseat to more mun¬ 
dane concerns, as soaring 
inflation of 54 percent and 
worsening shortages of ba¬ 
sic goods makes it harder 
for families to put food on 
the table. 


Driving the crisis has been 
a collapse in the currency, 
which has plunged to a 
tenth of its official value in 
illegal black market trad¬ 
ing. To arrest the fall, Mad¬ 
uro last week ordered the 
military to inspect prices 
and shut down business¬ 
es found to be charging 
abusive prices. A day af¬ 
ter the government seized 
control of a nationwide 
chain of appliance stores, 
doors reopened Saturday 
to throngs of shoppers 
seeking to buy televisions, 
washing machines and re¬ 
frigerators at a fraction of 
their listed price.Q

SPRING VALLEY, Minn. (AP) 

-- John Ackerman is a big- 
time landlord of subterra¬ 
nean real estate. 
Ackerman, 59, owns Spring 
Valley Caverns, the larg¬ 
est private cave in Min¬ 
nesota but just the begin¬ 
ning of his underground 
empire, which he calls the 
Minnesota Cave Preserve. 
He holds the keys to more 
than 40 miles of caves hid¬ 
den beneath the rolling 
farm fields of Minnesota 
and Iowa and is always 
seeking more. 

“I think it's just to be able to 
be the first human being to 
introduce light into the inky 
blackness of just unknown 
chambers that may go for 
miles,” he said of his moti¬ 
vation. “And then later it’s 
to protect them so that 
they’re available for scien¬ 
tific research. That’s what 
keeps me going. That's the 
adrenaline rush, is 'What’s 
around the next corner?’" 
Ackerman estimates he’s 
spent $4 million on cave 
exploration and acquiring 
underground rights, but 
he doesn’t charge admis¬ 
sion to the nature groups, 
scientists and cavers who 
visit. It’s a hobby made 
possible by his successful 
furniture restoration busi-

Once he finds a cave, Ack¬ 
erman says he approach¬ 
es the landowner to buy 
some surface land with un¬ 
derground rights to the rest 
of the land. He then has an 
entrance drilled. 

On a recent trip to Spring 
Valley Caverns, which cov¬ 
ers some 5 1 /2 miles, Acker¬ 
man wore a light on his red 
helmet to pierce the dark¬ 
ness. Dripping water was 
the only sound, and bats, 
just beginning to move 
into the cave to hibernate, 
were the only animal in 
sight. It was chilly: Acker¬ 
man says the cave stays a 
consistent 48 degrees. 

A remote section of the 
cave has a roaring river 
and a room big enough to 
hold a house, Ackerman 
said. 

“It’s really an underground 
paradise. It's unbelievable 
down there,” he said. 

E. Calvin Alexander Jr., an 
earth sciences professor 
at the University of Minne¬ 
sota, describes Ackerman 
as both a friend and “one 
of the most Type A person¬ 
alities that I’ve run into in a 
long, long time.” 

“He has single-handedly 
made available to scien¬ 
tists more miles of cave 
passage in Minnesota than 
anyone by far,” Alexander 
said. 

His pursuit of caving hasn’t 


always gone smoothly. 
Ackerman skirmished with 
the Minnesota Department 
of Natural Resources after 
the department bought a 
cave and erected a gate 
in 1999 to preserve it and 
keep out trespassers. 

In 2004, Ackerman bought 
some adjoining surface 
land along with under¬ 
ground rights to part of that 
cave and drilled a 75-foot 
shaft to reopen it to cavers. 
“That sort of thing rubbed 
people the wrong way,” 
said Dean Wiseman, a 
spokesman for the Nation¬ 
al Speleological Society, 
a nonprofit dedicated to 
exploring and conserving 
caves. “He chose a course 
of action that some peo¬ 
ple disagreed with.” 

Ed Quinn, a resource man¬ 
ager in the DNR’s Division 
of Parks and Trails, said his 
division had no issues with 
Ackerman nor any plans to 
pursue any of his caves. 
“We only acquire lands 
from willing sellers,” Quinn 
said. 

Exploring caves is danger¬ 
ous work, Ackerman said. 
“I’ve had it all happen. 
Rock falls, near drowning, 
being stuck, running out 
of lights,” he said. “Again, 
what I do (is) inherently 
dangerous, but the re¬ 
wards for me, that's the 
payoff." 

Ackerman is divorced and 
has three grown children 
who aren’t interested in 
taking over the caves. He 
has approached the Min¬ 
nesota Land Trust about 
preserving them, some¬ 
thing the organization is 
weighing, according to a 
spokesman. 

“Caves are scarce,” Ack¬ 
erman said. “And it's my 
wish to make sure the sci¬ 
entific community has ac¬ 
cess to all these caverns 
when I’m long gone - per¬ 
petual access.”□

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‘Thor: The Dark World’ bashes box office with $86M

Superheroes continue to 
defeat their foes at the box 
office. 

Disney’s “Thor: The Dark 
World,” earning $86.1 mil¬ 
lion, dominated the week¬ 
end box office as it opened 
domestically at No. 1, ac¬ 
cording to studio estimates 
Sunday. 

Starring Chris Hemsworth, 
the Marvel superhero se¬ 
quel earned $109.4 million 
when it opened interna¬ 
tionally last weekend and 
brought in $180.1 million 
globally. Overall, it has 
grossed $327 million world¬ 
wide. 

“It’s an extraordinary 
thing,” said Dave Hollis, 
executive vice president 
of distribution at Walt Dis¬ 
ney Studios. “These guys at 
Marvel have been some of 
the most consistent when 
it comes to making mov¬ 
ies and creating big events 
that drive a ton of people 
to the movie theater. They 
overdelivered on expecta¬ 
tions.” 

However, some observers 
were expecting the week¬ 
end total to reach over 
$100 million. 

In limited theaters Thursday 
evening, “Thor: The Dark 
World" brought in $7.1 mil¬ 
lion overnight. 

Surpassing the ticket sales 


of “Thor,” which scored 
$65.7 million when it 
opened in May of 2011, 
“Thor: The Dark World" 
marks a record for a Dis¬ 
ney November opening, 
topping the $70.5 million 
“The Incredibles” earned in 
2004. 

But, come Nov. 22, “The 
Hunger Games: Catching 
Fire” is predicted to take 
the No. 1 spot. 

“We have a great little 
stretch of time prior to 
‘Hunger Games,’ “ Hollis 


said. “Yes, ‘Hunger Games’ 
will do a whole bunch of 
business, but that’s not to 
say we don’t expect to still 
be a relevant option for 
consumers that weekend 
and onto the Thanksgiving 
weekend that follows." 
Paramount's hidden-cam- 
era comedy “Jackass Pres¬ 
ents: Bad Grandpa” held 
the second-place slot at 
the box office for the sec¬ 
ond weekend in a row, 
earning $11.3 million dur¬ 
ing its third weekend, with 


a domestic total reaching 
more than $78 million. 
“Audiences can’t get 
enough of these films,” 
said box-office analyst Paul 
Dergarabedian of Rentrak. 
“They are like that guilty 
pleasure. 

It’s completely unique 
compared to everything 
else out there.” 

Relativity Media’s 3-D ani¬ 
mated kiddie flick “Free 
Birds,” soared into third 
place with $11.2 million in 
its second weekend. 


CBS Films' “Last Vegas,” 
featuring an all-star cast in¬ 
cluding Michael Douglas, 
Robert De Niro, Morgan 
Freeman and Kevin Kline, 
took fourth place in its sec¬ 
ond weekend. 

Last weekend’s box office 
champ, the sci-fi adapta¬ 
tion “Ender's Game,” star¬ 
ring Harrison Ford, Asa But¬ 
terfield and Viola Davis, 
dropped to fifth place in its 
second weekend. 

“Once ‘Thor’ opened, it 
presented a pretty healthy 
competitor to all of the 
movies in the market¬ 
place,” Dergarabedian 
said.

Slavery Isn’t A Thing Of The Past

Chris Christie! He won! Let’s talk 
about his presidential prospects 
incessantly for the rest of the 
month! 

Then we will take a short break 
for the holiday season. Then ring 
in 2014, which means just two 
years until Chris Christie goes to 
the Iowa caucuses! 

Christie’s sweeping victory in 
New Jersey was certainly the 
big story of Tuesday’s elections. 
Although I personally think it was 
interesting that Boston picked 
a new mayor who’s working on 
his 19th year of sobriety, on the 
same day that the mayor of To¬ 
ronto admitted he had smoked 
crack, “probably in one of my 
drunken stupors.” Who knew 
that Toronto would turn out to 
be more enthusiastic than Bos¬ 
ton when it comes to substance 
abuse? 

And let’s take a quick look at 
Virginia, where Democrat Terry 
McAuliffe narrowly defeated 
Republican Ken Cuccinelli. 
How do you feel about that 
one, people? Are you surprised 
the margin wasn’t wider given 
that Cuccinelli had expressed 
wildly right-wing views on issues 
ranging from climate change 
to abortion, leading to a cam¬ 
paign that forced voters to mull 
their views on global warming, 
sodomy and transvaginal ultra¬ 
sounds? 

Or are you amazed that the 
Democrats won this one at all, 
with a candidate who admit¬ 
ted - practically bragged - that 
while driving his newborn son 
home from the hospital, he 
stopped to make a 15-minute 
appearance at a political fund¬ 
raiser while infant and weeping 
wife sat in the car? 

“I felt bad for Dorothy, but it was 
a million bucks for the Demo¬ 
cratic Party,” McAuliffe said in 
his autobiography. 

Honestly, it was a miracle any¬ 
body in Virginia showed up 
to vote. I did like Cuccinelli’s 
breakout attack theme: “All 
puppy and no plan.” Let’s hope 
that one resurfaces during the 
presidential race. Which is just 
around the corner, presuming 
the corner lasts for 26 months. 
Presidential! That brings us back 
to Chris Christie, the man of the 
hour. Even though he’s a Re¬ 
publican in a deep blue state, 
he won a huge victory against 
- um, the Democrat. Who was... 
named ... Barbara Buono. 

Buono was battling odds that 
made the Alamo look like a 
quick game of Parcheesi. She’s 
a 20-year veteran of the state 


Legislature, a resume that al¬ 
ways inspires excitement among 
the electorate. She had about a 
quarter of Christie’s budget for 
ads. Nobody from the Clinton 
family went to New Jersey to 
campaign for her. Some days, it 
seemed as if nobody from New 
Jersey was showing up, either. 
“The Democratic political boss¬ 
es ... made a deal with this gov¬ 
ernor, despite him represent¬ 
ing almost everything they’re 
against. They didn’t do it for 
the state. They did it to help 
themselves politically and finan¬ 
cially,” Buono said on election 
night, in a speech that centered 
on the terribleness of her own 
state party. 

In a place that’s dominated by 
one political party, like New Jer¬ 
sey, the electorate often picks 
somebody from the other side 
to be governor, in hopes that he 
or she will keep a lid on things. 
Christie is sort of a larger and 
louder version of New York’s 
George Pataki, who I believe 
has been in New Hampshire try¬ 
ing to drum up presidential pri¬ 
mary interest since 2006. 

Christie sees himself as a scrap¬ 
py guy fighting against impossi¬ 
ble odds, but he’s actually been 
wildly lucky. Politically, he’s in a 
perfect position. To his left, the 
New Jersey State Legislature 
and the county bosses. To his 
right, the crazy national Republi¬ 
can Party. He gets everything in 
between! 

“The people of New Jersey re¬ 
warded me last night for the 
personal relationship that we 
have,” he told a news confer¬ 
ence Wednesday. 

Christie has been suggesting, 
very, very frequently, that his 
success is all about personal¬ 
ity. That certainly makes sense, 
since his major actual achieve¬ 
ment as governor was to get 
everyone to agree on a plan 
to bail out the public employee 
pension fund ... soon. 

Is he the tough-talking truth-teller 
the nation is yearning for? Critics 
in New Jersey say the governor’s 
main administrative talent is for 
balancing a budget with imagi¬ 
nary revenues. But even if Chris¬ 
tie was really the candidate he 
claims to be, we’re not the elec¬ 
torate we imagine we are. Who 
was the last person to get to the 
White House without a public 
persona that was smooth and 
affable? Richard Nixon? Harry 
Truman? I hear John Adams was 
kind of prickly. 

Could Christie survive a presi¬ 
dential race when he couldn’t 
even get past the Mitt Romney 
vice presidential vetting pro¬ 
cess? There’s all that stuff about 
exploding expense accounts 
and his prior career as a lob¬ 
byist for the securities industry. 
True, the people of New Jersey 
have looked into his past and 
come away satisfied. But, really, 
in New Jersey you’re just happy 
to know a candidate is not cur¬ 
rently under indictment. 

We have so much to discuss. 
Thank God we’ve got 790 more 
days until the Iowa caucuses.Q

The movie “ 12 Years a Slave” is re¬ 
ceiving rapturous reviews for de¬ 
picting the antebellum South less 
as a gauzy land of elegant plan¬ 
tations than as the raw backdrop 
of monstrous brutality. 

It’s terrific that, in the 21st century, 
we can squarely face 19th-centu- 
ry slavery. But let’s also acknowl¬ 
edge the modern versions of slav¬ 
ery in the world around us - and, 
yes, right here at home. 

The United States is home to about 
60,000 people who can fairly be 
called modern versions of slaves, 
according to a new Global Slav¬ 
ery Index released last month 
by the Walk Free Foundation, 
which fights human trafficking. 
These modern slaves aren’t sold 
in chains in public auctions, so it’s 
not exactly the same as 19th-cen- 
tury slavery. Those counted today 
include illegal immigrants forced 
to work without pay under threat 
of violence and teenage girls co¬ 
erced to sell sex and hand all the 
money to their pimps. 

There are, of course, many more 
ambiguities today than in the 
1850s about how to count slaves, 
but the slavery index finds almost 
30 million people enduring mod¬ 
ern slavery. More are in India than 
in any other country, and in some 
countries, such as Mauritania, 
children are still born into slavery. 
Who are these modern American 
slaves? 

One survivor I met last month in 


New Orleans, Clemmie Greenlee, 
had her life taken over by a pimp 
at age 12. She said she spent 
years having sex with up to 50 
men a day. On average, she was 
beaten 10 times a month, for not 
meeting her daily quota or other 
offenses. 

Why didn’t she run away? Be¬ 
cause, she says, of a mix of fear, 
Stockholm syndrome, emotional 
manipulation by pimps, hopeless¬ 
ness fueled by drug addiction 
and distrust of the authorities. 
Eventually, Greenlee was able to 
escape that life, and she now runs 
a residential program called Eden 
House to help other women start 
over. An African-American, she 
says that what trafficked women 
endure is absolutely an echo of 
what her ancestors endured on 
plantations. 

“If you’re putting a whip on my 
back because I’m not picking 
enough cotton, or if you’re beat¬ 
ing me because I’m not earning 
my quota, it’s the same thing,” 
she said. “It’s slavery.” 

Slavery isn’t as formal or as wide¬ 
spread in the United States today 
as it was in the 1850s, of course, 
but it’s still easy to find. Go to 
backpage.com, the leading 
website for prostitution advertis¬ 
ing, and search for your home¬ 
town. Some of the women selling 
sex there are adults voluntarily 
in the business, but many are 
women or girls under the control 
of pimps who take every penny 
they earn, brand them with tat¬ 
toos and beat them if they don’t 
earn enough. 

Yet, in the United States, we typi¬ 
cally arrest the victims rather than 
the pimps or the johns. Rectify¬ 
ing that would be a step toward 
modern emancipation. 

The slavery index is the work of 
Andrew Forrest, an Australian 
billionaire who was awakened 
to the issue after his 15-year-old 
daughter, Grace, worked in an 
orphanage in Nepal. Grace later 
revisited the orphanage with her 


parents to check in on old friends 
- who were no longer there. They 
had, it turned out, been sold to 
brothels abroad. 

After returning to Australia, For¬ 
rest ordered a review of his min¬ 
ing company’s supply chains 
to make sure that there was no 
forced labor. He promptly found 
that some overseas laborers had 
had their passports confiscated 
and had gone unpaid for years. 
“With slavery experienced by my 
family and in my business, it was 
everywhere if you looked,” he re¬ 
calls, and he began a campaign 
against modern slavery. 

Maybe we can find inspiration 
today not just from “12 Years a 
Slave” but also from the anti¬ 
slavery movement that began in 
Britain in the 1780s. It was one of 
the first great human rights cam¬ 
paigns in the world. 

People then simply accepted 
slavery. The Bible encouraged 
slaves to be obedient, the Church 
of England owned a major slave 
plantation in Barbados and Thom¬ 
as Jefferson advocated power¬ 
fully for human freedom except 
where slaves were involved. 

That British abolitionist movement, 
pioneered by Quakers and led 
by Thomas Clarkson and William 
Wilberforce, with help from a for¬ 
mer slave named Olaudah Equi- 
ano, caught fire and changed 
the world. Some 390,000 people, 
more people than were then eli¬ 
gible to vote in Britain, signed pe¬ 
titions against slavery. Hundreds 
of thousands of people boycot¬ 
ted sugar made with slave labor. 
It’s a story movingly told by Adam 
Hochschild in his superb book 
“Bury the Chains.” 

The abolitionists succeeded in 
ending the trans-Atlantic slave 
trade, but their work is not fin¬ 
ished. I fear that a century from 
now, someone may put together 
a movie about slavery in 2013, 
leading our descendants to 
shake their heads and ask of us: 
What were they thinking? Q
